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First ‘‘Big’’ Fire At Center School

Greenbelt’s first major fire in 14 
years took place Monday, Febru- 
ary 4 and closed the center school 
for one day. Although the blaze 
reduced Room 220 to a mere shell, 
it was brought under control with- 
in a half-hour. Greenbelt’s fire- 
men were assisted by neighboring 
companies from Branchville, Ber- 
wyn Heights, Riverdale and Col- 
lege Park. 

The fire was discovered in a cor- 
ner closet at 4:20 by custodian 
Sherman Friend who, after trying 
: unsuccessfully to fight it with hand 
extinguishers, instructed his help- 
er to pull the alarm. A _ second 
alarm was called in by ten-year- 
old Bobby McLoughlin, who had 
come. amt of the gvm for a drink, 
and saw the smoke, 
teachers, parents and 
joined the rapidly 
gathering crowds in front of the 
school. One mother, assisting a 
Brownie troop downstairs, report- 
ed that at the first alarm many of 
the children ducked under their 
desks, following their civil defense 
drill procedure.

Police officer Al Nuzzo was the 
first to arrive in a squad car and 
dashed into the building carrying 
an extinguisher. Greenbelt’s two 
fire trucks followed and went into 
action. Sidewalk spectators, anx- 
ious to help, connected a section 
of hose to the pump and turned on 
the water while the loose end of 
the hose was still on the truck, 
dousing the firemen instead of the 
fire. Others tampered with the 
valves on the pumper, causing fur- 
ther delay. Despite the amateur 
“help,” however, the fire was 
brought under control in 30 min- 
utes, 

Chief George C. Hudgins of the 
Berwyn Heights fire department, 
first of the outside companies on 
the scene, told Mayor Lastner “the 
Greenbelt fire departmerit is to be 
commended for containing the fire 
in one room.” 


Mrs. Elizabeth Fugitt; principal 
of the center school, who had been 
attending a conference with sev- 
eral teachers on the first floor, was 
“thankful the fire happened after 
school hours and that no one was 
hurt.” She and Mrs. Mary Jane 
Kinzer of PHA checked children 
out of the front door. 


Chief George Panagoulis, direc- 
tor of public safety, and fire chief 
Albert “Buddy” Attick, both of 
whom were. participating in a civil 
defense conference at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland at the time of the 
fire, estimated the damage at $10,- 
000. An investigation of the cause 
of the blaze is under way. 

The photo above, taken by staff 
photographer Paul Kasko, shows 
the almost complete gutting of 
Room 220. To clean the burning 
area, firemen threw charred desks, 
papers, books and other equipment 
out of the windows, whose frames 
were bent from the heat.

Questions Answered 
On Mutual Housing

In the wake of PHA’s offer to 
Greenbelt to the Greenbelt 
Housing Corporation

Veterans 
have come many questions from 


Greenbelt residents. They are ask- 
ing: “How can I borrow the down 


payment? How much will the 
monthly payments be? Will I be 
permitted to buy some _ other 


house? Must I buy the house I 
am occupying?” Answers to some 
of these questions are in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs. 

Greenbelt residents, if they wish 
to participate in GVHC, will be 
asked to pay $111. $11 of this 
amount is a membership fee to be 
used to defray organizational ex- 
penses. $100 is a deposit on an 
agreement to subscribe to shares 
in GVHC equal to the down pay- 
ment. Members who have previ- 
ously paid the $11 will only pay the 
$100, 

GVHC President 
indicated the membership blank 
will have a space in which the 
mempber-subscriber may show his 
interest in purchasing a unit other 
than the one he is occupying. 

Each resident has a priority on 
the unit he is occupying. A mem- 
ber-subscriber who has paid the 
$111 may indicate his preference 
for another unit. But of course he 
cannot gain possession until the 
present occupant .vacates. Under 
a rulihg from PHA, the present 
occupant has 12 months from the 
date the contract-is signed to va- 
cate. All of the details have not 
yeu bed WOrned out, calzman said, 
for those who are occupying one 
unit and who wish to purchase an- 
ether.

Non residents will have an op- 
portunity to, subscribe and pay the 
$111, They may indicate a choice 
of unit at that time. They, too, 
will have their names placed on a 
waiting list. As nonpurchasing 
residents move, nonresident sub- 
scribers will be offered the vacan- 
cies. Of course, not ‘ail of the 
resident nonpurchasers will wait 
412 months to move. 

Suppose you wish to purchase a 
two-bedroom house in new Green- 
belt (war housing), what sums 
would be necessary? Assuming 
that the house is priced at $2500, 
and that the down payment is 13% 
as announced at the recent meet- 
ing, the figures are‘ $325 down. $111 
of the down payment payable dur- 
ing sales drive, balance, $214 pay- 
able at time sale is consummated 
(about July, 1952). These amounts 
are approximate but give an idea 
of the low prices available under 
the plan, 


The amount of the monthly pay- 
ment, which will be available soon, 
will be slightly higher than the 
present rent. This is because part 
of the monthly payment will go to 
accumulate an equity, which has 
a cash value in the event the resi- 
dent moves. 


If you have bought into GVHC 
and wish to move to a larger 
house, your paid-in equity may be 
applied toward the payment of the 
equity in the larger house. The 
difference in the two equities would 
be payable in cash. If you move 
out of town, the corporation would 
have the first right of refusal to 
purchase your equity at a formula 
to be determined, but in no case 
in excess of the amount actually 
paid in . The formula will have 
to be decided on by the member- 
ship. 

It would be possible for a newly- 
married couple to move to Green- 
belt and change units for every 
change in family composition. 
There would be a corresponding 
cash adjustment of the equity with 
each change of dwelling unit. With

This year’s “battle of the budget” ended last Monday when 
the city council authorized Mayor Frank Lastner to sign an agree- 


ment with Public Housing Administration for a 


“payment in lieu 


of taxes” amounting to $182,574. Original request was for $202,614. 
The reduction followed a series of conferences between PHA offic- 


ials and council representatives. 


Most dramatic service affected by the budget cut was the kin- 
dergarten, to be discontinued after the present school term. The 
library, recreation department and canital outlay suifered reduc- 
tions; however, a new tract loader for the sanitation department, 


a new siren, the entire public health service, 
surplus money were “saved” by the negctiations.

a paid-up membership, a member 
may retire with only the modest 
monthly payment for operating ex- 
penses on his house. 

Salzman had. -these 
yords for Greenbelt ‘residents: 
“There is no reason yhy any fami- 
ly should move from Greenbelt be- 
cause of thei mpending sale. With 
prices from $1500 to $10,500 per 
unit there is ar ange and a variety 
of housing accommodations that 
are unequalled in the Washington 
rental market area.” 

One question that has, bothered 
Greenbelt residents is the extent 
of their liability as members of 
GVHC. The answer is, liability is 
limited to the amount subscribed 
for and paid in. In the beginning, 
the new member is liable only for 
an amount equal to the down pay- 
ment, He is not liable for pay- 
ments on his lease agreement after 
he moves from the property. In 
the usual real estate transaction, 
the mortgagor is liable for any 
difference between the sales price 
cf a house under a defaulted mort- 
gage, and the mortgage balance. 
This is not the case in cooperative 
housing. . 

Of course, if the monthly pay- 
ments are set too low, and this re- 
sults in a deficit operation, an as- 
sessment would be levied on the 
membership. But such an assess- 
ment would have to be voted by 
the membership. 

A risk inherent in the operation 
of a housing property, whether 
privately owned or cooperatively 
owned, is the erection of a project 
during a high-cost period with re- 
sulting fixed charges brought 
about by the financing. If revenues 
decline, fixed charges cannot be 
paid, and the property reverts to 
the mortgagee. This problem has 
been avoided in case of Greenbelt, 
because of PHA’s willingness to 
sell at a price based'on long-term 
value and use.’ Such a price is con- 
siderably below the market price 
of the property. 


Kindergarten Parents 


Must Take Over Plans 


First comments on the budget 
reduction came from Mayor Frank 
Lastner, reached at his home 
Tuesday. “The council and the 
city manager are willing to coop- 
erate with anyone who finds a 
way to keep our kindergartens.”

Little Explanation 

Chief reason for the curtailment 
of kindergarten was expressed by 
Roy Little, PHA representative. He 
stated that Greenbelt citizens are 
enjoying services no other com- 
munity in the county has. He felt 
that the imminent sale of the city 
made it necessary at this time to 
allow Greenbelt citizens to deter- 
mine which services they desire 
when taxes are paid directly by 
residents, According to a letter re- 
ceived during the negotiations 
from PHA, another reason for the 
budget cuts was to make it un- 
necessary to raise rents. 

Addressing the twenty-five spec- 
tators present at the meeting, 
Mayor Lastner declared: “Over 
fifteen dollars a month from old 
Greenbelt’s rent goes for taxes, 
and over seven dollars from de- 
fense housing rent. When Green- 
belt is sold, I expect the council 
meetings to be just as crowded at 
every meeting as they are now. 
When people have to pay taxes

a deeper interest in Greenbelt.” 
Can’t Repay Teen-Agers 

Discussion of a request from the 
Advisory Board of the Youth Cen- 
ter to repay $116 spent for fuel 
oi! to teen-agers disclosed that 
such a re-payment was impossible. 
The federal government permits 
only expenditure of $1000 a 
year; last year’s sum was spent be- 
fore the year was completed. Any 
attempt to pay additional money 
would be illegal and invalidate the 
lease, city manager Charles Mc- 
Donald explained. Advisory Board 
members requested skilled janitor 
service, “irregular” visits by pa- 
trolmen to the vicinity of the Drop- 
Inn, and closer liaison between the 
council and the Youth Center. 

Legion Liquor 

The Board of Deacons of the 
Greenbelt Community Church in- 
formed the council that it unani- 
mously protests the granting of a 
liquor license to the local Ameri- 
can Legion Post. Mayor. Lastner 
stated that the county liquor board 
econsiders such applications and 
holds public hearings. At present 
such a license is not available, and 
it is hoped that the Legion mem- 
bership may decide against apply- 
ing. 

Absent from the meeting were 
Councilman Steve Comings, who 
suffered a heart attack last Friday 
and is in a Baltimore hospital; and 
Councilman Ben Goldfaden, ill at 
home. Comings is expected back 
from the hospital this week, and 
his condition is not considered se- 
rious, according to his wife.

Letters to the Editor 


On Housing 


Many residents have requested 
me to clarify the statements I 
made at the last general meeting 
of GVHC concerning the rights of 
persons who do not purchase but 
desire to continue to rent in Green- 
belt. The Office of Rent Stabiliza- 
tion has issued a regulation which 
provides that any present tenant 
in Greenbelt can continue to rent 
indefinitely (with or without a 
lease) unless the full down pay- 
ment required by PHA is paid by 
tenants in occupancy of at least 
65% of the housing units in the 
City. y 
This means that unless roughly 
1225 of the 1880 units in Greenbelt 
are purchased by the present ten- 
ants, any one who desires to con- 
tinue to rent for the indefinite fu- 
ture may do so even if the sale 
goes through. No outsider (or oth- 
er insider) can obtain possession 
of a unit unless and until the pres- 
ent tenant voluntarily vacates, if 
less than 1225 units are purchased 
locally, If more than 1225 units 
are bought locally, a non-purchaser 
will get a one-year lease. (Prior 
to this January 16 amendment, the 
regulation allows any purchaser to 
rent indefinitely regardless of how 
many units were sold locally.)
